Nearly all 
Protestant denominations of Christianity 
are unanimous in their sentence of con- 
demnation of every theatrical exhibition; 
a professed member of scarcely any church 
can hardly frequent the theater openly 
and enjoy the privileges of membership 
much . The trial of an of- 
fense of this kind would be a prejudged 
case,as much so as theft, adultery or other 
crimes. At the same time, there are in all 
larger towns and cities of every Christian 
country not only magnificent and splendid 
theaters, but they are also supported at an 
immense expense, and, at times at least, 
crowded to overflowing not only by the 
rabble, but also by highly respectable mem- 
bers of society, and we would scarcely place 
less confidence in the words of a visitor of 
the theater, than in those of a professed 
Christian, provided nothing else operated 
against the formerin our minds, At the 
same time, the profession of an actor is in 
no high repute, only isolated cases ex- 
cepted, and scarcely any parent 
would consent to his son or daugh- 
ter choosing the stage ffor his 
or her profession. But the contrast 
between theory and practice does not even 
here end; in our high institutions oflearning 
the classical languages of Latin and Hellas 
are taught, and the dramatical works—if 
not those of Eunius, Platuus or Terence, it 
is because of their inferior merit—of the 
Greek masters Aischylus, Sophocles, and 
Euripides, are read, explained, commented 
upon with more care, diligence, and a 
greater display of learning, than the Bible 
itself generally receives at the hands of its 
most devoted friends. No graduate of any 

college would own it without a 
blush, that he is acquainted with but one 
tragedy of Sophocles or Euripides.

THE TWO HOUSES THIS MORNING. 

" Neither House was fall this morning, 
though, contrary to the predictions of many, 
there was a quorum in each. A final adjourn- 
ment will not, in all probability, take place 
for a month after this, and yet the paucity of 
members in attendance‘is often such 
as barely to constitate a working quorum.
